Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit -to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health  of 
Wood  Green  for  the  year  1894. 

BUILDINGS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  5440  Completed  Houses 
and  62  still  unfinished  in  the  district. 

Plans  for  96  New  Buildings  have  been  before  the  Board, 
73  of  which  have  been  approved,  and  23  disapproved.  These 
plans  included  : — 

53  New  Houses. 

22  Alterations  and  Additions  to  existing  Buildings. 

12  Sheds  and  Outbuildings.

1  Cottage  Hospital  and  Mortuary. 
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POPULATION. 

Taking  5440,  and  deducting  7-3  per  cent,  for  empty  houses, 
would  give  5044  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Calculating  5-65  persons  to  each  house,  and  allowing  290  for 
the  Masonic  School,  we  have  28,788  as  the  population  in 
December,  1894 

On  the  same  basis  the  population  in  December,  1893, 
was  28,506. 

The  mean  of  these  numbers,  or  28,647,  would  represent  the 
population  of  Wood  Green  in  the  middle  of  the  year  and, 
although  probably  rather  under  estimated,  I  have  taken  this 
number  as  the  population  for  the  purposes  of  the  present  Report. 


BIRTHS. 

887  Births  were  registered  during  the  year,  466  of  boys 
and  421  of  girls,  being  a  decrease  of  30  on  the  number  in  1893, 
and  of  96  on  the  number  in  1892. 


The  Birth  Rate  is  equal  to  30-96  per  1000  of  the 
population. 


DEATHS. 


326  Deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  in  Wood 
Green  which,  with  three  that  occurred  in  the  Edmonton  Union 
Infirmary,  one  in  the  Tottenham  Hospital,  and  one  in  the 
Royal  Free  Hospital,  gives  a  total  of  331  as  against  369  in  1893. 

The  Death  Rate  is  equal  to  11-55  for  every  1000  inhabi¬ 
tants,  against  13-07  in  1893. 

156  Deaths  were  of  children  under  5,  or  5-44  per  1000  ot 
the  population  at  all  ages. 

1 12  were  of  children  under  one  year,  or  133  Deaths  lor 
every  1000  Births,  or  3-90  per  1000  of  the  general  population. 
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In  1893  the  Deaths  were  113,  123  to  every  1000  Births, 
or  4’i  per  1000  of  the  population. 

41  Deaths  were  from  Tubercular  Diseases ,  28  of  which 
were  from  Phthisis. 

48  Deaths  were  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System , 
against  83  in  1893. 

There  were  8  Deaths  from  different  forms  of  violence. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  from  the  various  forms  of 
Infectious  or  Zymotic  Disease  was  64,  against  84  in  1893,  and 
corresponds  to  a  Death  Rate  of  2.23  per  1000. 

The  Deaths  from  the  seven  chief  Zymotic  Diseases  were 
60,  against  75  in  1893,  which  gives  a  Death  Rate  of  2*09  per 
1000,  against  2-68  in  1893. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

129  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  with  3  deaths, 
against  389  cases  and  10  deaths  in  1893. 

Although  there  is  a  considerable  decrease  this  year  as 
compared  with  1893,  the  number  of  cases  is  still  excessive, 
owing  chiefly  to  our  imperfect  means  of  securing  isolation. 

Measles. 

There  were  probably  over  a  hundred  cases  of  Measles  from 
April  to  July,  with  six  deaths. 

Whooping’  Cough. 

Twenty-two  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  occurred,  against 
14  in  1893. 

Small-Pox. 

Only  one  case  was  notified  in  May.  The  patient,  an  adult 
male,  had  been  previously  vaccinated  in  infancy,  and  suffered 
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from  a  mild  attack.  He  was  removed  to  the  Highgate  Small 
Pox  Hospital,  and  the  remaining  members  of  the  household 
were  re-vaccinated. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  with  4 
deaths,  as  against  27  cases  and  5  deaths  in  1893. 

The  following  is  a  table  of  the  age  distribution  of  these 
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Fifteen  deaths  occurred  from  Diarrhoea  in  children  under 
5  years’  of  age,  against  28  in  1893.  The  decrease  is  probably 
chiefly  due  to  the  moderate  heat  of  the  summer  and  autumn. 

Diphtheria. 

Thirty-nine  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  with  10 
deaths,  against  54  cases  and  10  deaths  in  1893. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  Membranous  Croup ,  against 
eight  fatal  cases  in  1893. 

The  following  is  a  table  of  the  age  distribution  of  the  cases 
notified  : — 
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Although  there  is  thus  shown  to  have  been  a  satisfactory 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria,  as  far  as  Wood 
Green  is  concerned,  there  has  been  noticed,  for  some  years,  a 
gradual  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  throughout  the  country  as  a 
whole.  This  is  attributed  to  the  increased  aggregation  of  young 
children  in  schools,  and  to  the  fact  that  apparently  trivial  sore 
throats  are  in  some  cases,  if  not  actual  Diphtheria,  at  any 
rate  capable  of  conveying  the  infection  of  Diphtheria.  It 
becomes  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  prevent  children  with 
any  form  of  sore  throat  from  attending  school,  as  increased 
care  in  this  direction  offers  the  simplest  and  most  obvious  means 
of  preventing  the  spread  of  this  disease.

showing  a  total  of  365  houses,  containing  2046  rooms,  and  a 
population  of  2226  persons.  The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report 
gives  details  of  the  various  defects  which  were  remedied.  Two 
houses  were  in  such  a  bad  state  of  repair  that  the  owner  agreed 
to  close  them  rather  than  incur  the  expense  of  practically 
re-building. 
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In  addition  to  the  House  to  House  Inspection,  198  houses 
were  inspected,  owing  to  special  complaints,  or  the  existence 
of  some  nuisance,  and  451  defects  were  discovered  and  remedied. 

During  the  last  three  3?ears  over  a  thousand  houses  have 
been  Inspected,  and  the  worst  class  in  the  district  may  now  be 
said  to  be  no  longer  dangerous,  however  much  their  condition 
may  be  capable  of  improvement.  Although  much  remains  to  be 
done,  it  is  improbable  that  the  remaining  houses  will  be  found 
in  such  an  insanitary  state  as  has  been  disclosed  during  the 
present  House  to  House  Inspection.  The  growth  of  public 
opinion  on  the  subject  of  sanitation  of  dwelling  houses,  and  the 
present  more  perfect  control  exercised  over  the  builder,  will 
prevent  the  erection  of  this  class  of  property  in  the  future. 

Our  present  Bye-Law  93  acts  as  a  useful  check  on  the 
builder  or  owner,  but  its  actual  value  as  a  guarantee  of  the 
sanitary  condition  of  a  building  should  not  be  over  estimated. 
It  provides  that,  before  a  dwelling  house  can  be  let  or  occupied, 
a  certificate  shall  be  obtained  from  an  official  authorised  by  the 
authority  to  grant  such  certificate,  that  it  is  in  his  opinion  in 
every  respect  fit  for  human  habitation.  All  that  an  official  can 
conscientiously  say  in  such  a  certificate  is,  that  at  the  time  of 
his  examination  the  building  appeared  to  be  in  good  sanitary 
condition.  It  should  not  be  taken  to  relieve  the  owner  or  builder 
from  responsibility  if,  through  defective  workmanship  or  other¬ 
wise,  some  defect  should  be  discovered  in  the  future. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Having  in  previous  reports  drawn  attention  to  the  urgent 
need  of  a  Hospital  for  the  isolation  of  infectious  cases,  and  as 
tire  matter  has  been  recently  referred  to  the  Works  Committee 
for  consideration,  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  go  further  into 
the  important  matter  at  present. 
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DISINFECTION. 

The  Gas  Disinfector  at  Moat  House  has  proved  of  great 
use,  and  no  instance  has,  so  far,  come  to  my  knowledge  in  which 
the  disinfection  has  proved  to  have  been  imperfect. 

The  infected  rooms  have  been  fumigated  by  sulphur,  and 
in  most  cases  they  have  been  stripped  and  cleaned.  Disin¬ 
fectants  have,  where  necessary,  been  supplied  gratis. 

MORTUARY. 

Although  we  have  not  yet  a  Mortuary  properly  equipped 
for  receiving  infectious  bodies,  the  Temporary  Mortuary  at  the 
Town  Hall  has  proved  a  great  convenience  to  the  district. 
Thirteen  inquests,  involving  three  post-mortem  examinations, 
have  been  held  at  the  Town  Hall  during  the  year. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

The  Slaughter  Houses,  Dairies,  Cow-Sheds,  Milk  Shops, 
and  Bakehouses  have  been  periodically  inspected,  and  have  been 
found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Dust  and  house  refuse  has  been  collecced  on  an  average 
once  a  week,  and  only  54  complaints  of  irregularities  were 
received  from  the  public  during  the  year. 

Mr.  Mathews,  who  had  been  acting  as  Assistant  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  resigned  his  appointment  in  July,  on  his 
promotion  to  a  more  lucrative  position,  and  Mr.  K(  mp  has  since 
filled  his  place. 

Complaints  were  received  by  the  Board  in  May,  of  a 
nuisance  arising  from  the  unloading  of  rubbish  at  a  railway 
siding  in  Crescent  Road.  The  material  was  use  1  for  brick¬ 
making  at  a  brick-field  about  400  yards  from  the  siding.  The 
nuisance  complained  of  was  the  offensive  smell  given  off  by  the 
rubbish  while  in  the  railway  trucks,  and  while  being  carted  to 
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the  brickfield.  The  rubbish  consisted  of  the  ordinary  contents 
of  dust-bins,  cinders,  straw,  paper,  cabbage  leaves,  and  other 
organic  refuse,  and  was  undoubtedly  offensive.  It  came  from 
the  parish  of  St.  Pancras,  in  quantities  varying  from  3  to  12 
railway  trucks  a  day. 

The  Contractors  were  served  with  a  notice  to  abate  the 
nuisance,  but,  as  no  alleviation  followed,  they  were  indicted  at 
the  Middlesex  Sessions.  The  Grand  Jury  returned  a  true  bill, 
the  case  was  heard  before  Mr.  Loveland-Loveland  and  a  jury  in 
July,  with  the  result  that  the  jury  found  that  a  nuisance  had 
been  caused,  and  the  defendants  were  ordered  to  abate  it. 

The  conveyance  of  this  rubbish  at  once  ceased,  and  no 
complaints  have  since  been  received. 

SEWERS. 

The  condition  of  the  Sewers  has  been  much  better  than  in 
previous  years,  and  complaints  have  been  less  frequent.  Whitt¬ 
ington  Road  and  Southgate  Road  Sewers,  which  have  given  rise 
to  numerous  complaints,  are  reported  by  the  Surveyor  to  have 
been  quite  free  from  deposit.  They  have  been  systematically 
flushed  during  the  hot  weather. 

New  Surface  Drains  have  been  constructed  in  Selborne 
Road  and  Milrose  Avenue,  in  Bounds  Green  Road,  from  Gordon 
Road  to  Brownlow  Road,  and  about  85  yards  in  White  Hart 
Lane. 

New  Manholes  have  been  constructed  in  Truro  Road  and 
Caxton  Road. 

Three  Upcast  Shafts  have  been  fixed  in  the  Blenheim 
Road,  Lordship  Lane,  and  Sydney  Road  Sewers.
